But the tonein which they were told to go 
was so stern and meaning that the Chinese ver- 
min lost no time 1n complying with the stern 
behest. 

Hardly had they got aboard the steamer when

dangerous to his fellow-Americans than Bene- 
dict Arnold, summoned the militina—a lot of

At noon on Feb. 8 the streets of Seattle were 
full of eagerly curious men and women. The 
militia had “rescued” the Chinese already on 
board the steamer and taken them into the 
Supreme Court. 

The despatch says: 

No opposition was made to this movement. Judge 
Green informed cach Chinaman that he was at liberty 
to go or stay, as he chose. The vast majority chose to 
leave. They were accordingly escorted to the steamer, 
and those who elected to stay were escorted to their 
homes. 

Up to this time there had been no bloodshed, al- 
though the streets were crowded. At noon, however, 
the home guards were annoyed by a few hotheads, 
The guards were finaily ordered to fire, and responded 
with a volley. Four men fell, one being killed and 
three wounded. They were Bernard Mullane, killed; 
Jas. Murphy.a special policeman, shot through the 
arm: Jolin Smith, shot in the right arm, and another 
man, hame unknown, who was badly wounded, being 
shot through the head, The militia formed a hollow 
square and held the mob at bay for an hour. The 
crowd then slowly melted away 

Thus was poured out in Seattle, Washington 
Territory, the first American blood shed by 
American capital in so-called “protection” of 
the Chinese cancer that eats and eats its way 
into the heart of American labor.

Hancock Follows Grant, McDowell and 
McClellan. 


Gen. Hancock is dead. 
About twenty days azo be went to Philadelphia, and 
after a day’s sojourn proceeded to Washington. While

directly above tbe vertebra. On the 29th of January 
it was lanced, and about four days Jater developed 
into a carbunecle. When Gen. Hancock returned to 


| Governor's Island he seemed but little affected by his 


ailment. AnG it was only last Wednesday, when Mrs. 
Haneock was meditating a visit with some relatives 
to Florida, that he admitted indisposition. Sbe at 
once gave up her intended trip and remained with her 
busband, wbo, however, betrayed no evidence of in- 
creasing lJness. 

On Sunday Gen. Hancock took to bis bed, but 
his symptoms were not believed to indicate any 
sudden crisis. Dr. Janeway, the attending phy- 
sician, was frequently at his bedside, and he was 
hopetul that his patient’s robust constitution would 
withstand the attack, which, bowever, he recognized 
as serious. Nothing of the commander's illness was 
known in the post quarters beyond the tact of his in- 
disposition, and the news of yesterday afternoon came 


day night Dr. Janeway had satin the General’s room 
and conversed with him. The patient had ratlicd apd 
seemed on the point of improvement. The carbuncle 
on his neck had oy fits and starts relieved itself, but 
it seemed to cause him the most concern. 

It was 4o0'clock Tuesday morning wben the fatal 
symptoms began to appear. There was a sudden 
hemorrhage from the carbuncle and an immediate 
prostration. A couple of hours passed and the pa- 
tient was growing worse. What seemed sleep was 
seeming unconsciousness. Mrs. Hancock at ball-past 
six o’clock sent anorderly to summon Dr. Janeway. 
Then Dr. Southerland, tbe medical director of the 
post, came, Afterward Dr, D. M. Stimpson, of New 
York, was called for consultation. 

But it was of no avail. The diabetic symptoms had 
developed unexpectedly and could not be abated. 
Hypodermic injections of brandy and ether and of 
carbonate of ammonia and brandy were administered. 
They were without effect. The General lay uncon- 
scious and moment by moment his breathing was 
more labored. The physicians had made preparations 
in expectation of his being attacked with convulsions. 
But the great, massive figure lay prone and without 
a struggle. He never spoke and he never moved. 

It was his own bedchamber in which General Han 
cock lay dying. It is on the second floor of the princi- 
pal cottage, and its windows overlook the esplanade. 
Below it, back on the worn brown terrepletn of Fort 
Williams, the sunlight shone on the curving backs of 
the great guns. Seaward a wall of golden mist sbut 
out the prospect of the bay. On their posts blue- 
coated sentries paced and saluted. ‘The red flash ot an 
officer’s upturned cloak glanced fitfully about the 
barracks, and once or twice the music of the bugle call 
stole in. The routine cof military duty was going onas 
ever. The life of thecamp was throbbing just as al- 
ways. And no one Knew of the secret of that chamber, 
with its drawn curtains and lowered blinds. 

The plainness of its furnishing, the objects with 
which it was encumbered, bespoke the kindliness and 
simplicity of the life that was going out. There was 
bardly a suggestion of the inmate’s martial life 
around. The American flag that leaned against the 
wall was but the toy standard of the general’s little 
crandson. On the floor was a great rotary loy railway 
for running tiny cars on. The mantelpiece was lit- 
tered with achbild’s playthings, and ona taole in the 
corner was a lot of Indian relics and curios. By the 
general’s bed hung a picture of Elizabeth signing the 
hapless Queen of Scots’ death warrant, anda com- 
panion engraving was on the wall beyond. 

Not 2 suggestion was there of those years of toil and 
strife, except outside, where the tace of the dying gen- 
eral in the prime of manbood, with the brown beard 
and mustache ofother days, looked sternly from its 
frame on the wall, as it he ‘done above the charging 
lines at Gettysburg and the Wilderness. The physi- 
cians only gathered around the bed—they and the 
loyal hospital steward. But in an adjoining room, 
griet stricken and prostrated by the knowledge which 
could not be concealed, Mrs. Hancock awaited the 
moment of her husband’s dissolution. 

The morning passed. 

The general Jay stiil. Only the breath coming 
slower and slower. Only the weakening beating of the 
pulse. 

Noon came. 

The call of the bugle rippled in soft waves on the 
air. The sourd of the muster in the barracks cume in 
as usual, softened by the distance. But they fell upon 
dull ears. The unconscious commander was slowly 
retreating from lite. 

Weaker grew the pulse beats. The breast bardly 
surred. Dissolution was gradual, but certain. At nine 
minutes to three o’clock the physicians bent over and 
then turned sorrowfully away. The manly face which 
had so well betitted the calling of 1ts owner bad turn- 
edto marble. The leader who had passed through 
the dangers of the field from Contreras to Appomat- 
tox lay in the midst of the soldiers who had loved him 


There was no stir in the house of death. Orderly 
Sill, who bad been a favorite attendant, paced his post 
in front of the duor. The soldiers going and coming 
bevond the esplanade knew not what bad happened. 
Then Capt. Griffin. the general’s aide, came out with 
the official notifications, and presently the lowered 
flag above the quarters told the melancholy tale. Be- 
yond his wife there were no immediate relatives but 
his favorite grandson, Gwinne. His granddaughters

Mrs. Dunn’s Divorce Suit. 

Mrs. Sarah Amelia Dunn, wife of Gen. U. Gano 
Dunn, 1.519 Park avenue, has brought a suit in the 
Supreme Court for a separation and alimony. Gen. 
Dunn isa prominent resident of Yorkville. In her 
complaint Mrs. Dunn alleges that after Jan. 1, 1878 
her husband treated her cruelly and inhumanly. In 
the spring ot 1879, while she was holding her year- 
old baby in her lap, her husband violently rushed up 
to her, seized her forcibly by the throat, and choked 
her. In the spring of 1880 he hurled a mucilage bottle 
at her. She dodged, and it struck the wall and broke 
to pieces. In November, 1883, he threatened to throw 





He threatens her with the lamp. 


a lamp at her, and when she said it might kill her, he 
retorted that “he wished he had killed her, and that 
he would jike to swing for her.” 

On July 10, 1884, he threw acamp chair at her. Five 
days later he seized her and threw her headlong over 
a large armchair, laming her. {n December of the 
Same year, while at luncheon, he angrily hurled a cut- 
glass goblet at her, which she also succeeded in dodg- 
Ing. On Dec. 14,a tew days after the goblet episode, 
while in the hbrary he seized her by the throat and 
banged her head repeatedly against the library table, 
and cnoked ber. He then took away all her jewelry 
and discharged all her servants, tbus forcing her to 
expose herself to hard labor in ber enfeebled condition. 





Forced to hard labor. 


This caused her a serious iliness whicb confined her to 


her bed for three weeks. He refused to send for a 
doctor until urged to do so by others. 
Tepes 3, 1885, the complaint adds, Gen. Dupn struck 
. St Son Gano on the head with his fist. and when 
his wife interf-red he pushed her against the door, 
peg Knocking her breathtess and spraining her 
: rom which she has never recovered. On Aung.

On Dec. 15 he ordered her to leave his 
house and home, angrwv telling her he would give her 
but twenty minutes to leave his house, and when sbe 
exvostulated he rusbed at ber and struck heron the 
head. Believing herself to be inimminent peril of 
her life she ran toward the front door and urged bim 
Dot to beat her, but he followed and violently knocked

her on the head and pushed her azainst the door, 
bruising her head, so that a large swelling remained 
tora week, 

Mrs. Dunn further says that from Jan. 7, 1884, ‘to 
Dec. 15, 1885, Gen. Dunn kept continuously residing 
with him one Mrs. Maria Caswell, atias “Mrs. Gano," 
a married woman, unrelated to either plaintiff or de- 
fendant, whose husband is still living. During that 
period Gen. Dunn no longer occupied the same bed- 
room with bis wife, but slept in a bedroom immediate- 
ly adjacent to that of Mrs, Caswell, there being connect- 
ing doors between tbeir rooms. He continuously ne- 
glected his wife and lavisbed bis attentions on Mrs. Cas- 
well, driving out alone with ber to the park and other 
places of pleasure, and, as Mrs. Dunn is informed. rep- 
resenting her at timesas his cousin and at times as 
his wife. 

During the same period, by Gen. Dunn's consent, 
Mrs. Caswell gradually assumed the mistressship of 
the house. Mrs. Dunn accused Mrs. Caswell of sus- 
pected adultery with her husband, and implored her 
to leave the house, but she refused to do so. Gen. 
Dunn also refused to send her away, and placed her 
in a position of domination in the house. He also fre- 
quently spoke of bis wife before Mrs. Caswell and the 
children as “tbat brute,” ‘that devil,’’ and Mrs. Cas- 
well repeated these names, and warned the children 
not to trust their mother, saying tbat the latter would 
cut their throats. Afler turning bis wife into the 
street, Gen. Dunn retained Mrs. Caswell.

She understood its meaning, however, much more 
clearly, in spite of her provincial ignorance, when in 
less than half an hour the three of them alighted from 
their carriage and entered an.“opium joint” much 
patronized by gamblers, actors and other social va- 
grants. 

As the door opened the nostrils of the newcomers 
were filled witb the heavy, peculiar smelling opium 
smoke, and tbeir eyes beheld a most weird scene. The 
little stuffy room was filled with smoke. through 
which glimmered the steady flames of about fifteen 
opium lamps, and through which could be seen the 
outlines of many reclining forms. 

Entering the joint the actresses were greeted with a 
momentary babble of voices, a few grins and then the 
smokers resumed their occupation. 

Arranged in tiers around the room. like the bunks 
of a ship, were the berths (chung) on which the smox- 
er reclined, while his mind sank into delirium. Tnese 
bunks were made of planks, covered with matting, 
and were about eight feet long ani six feet wide. Thev 
accommodated two smokers generally. The pillow— 
chun tow—was a roll of matting ora padded block of 
wood. One fat old Chinaman, who had evidently 
been bloated by the drug, lay back indolently as the 
smoke ascended in volumes from bis nostrils. 

Georgie looked on with amazement, which deepen- 
ed into disgust as her two companions, with an indif- 
ference which proved their familiarity with the scene, 
divested themselves of their outer garments and cor- 
sets and then lay down, each in a separate bunk. 

The other “fiends” paid no attention to them, but a 
thin, ghastly Chinaman, with a face that looked like 
a death mask, stepped out of the shadows and com- 
mienced the work ot preparing the baleful drug for its 
new victims. 

Right here let us describe as briefly as we can the 
modus operandi of the average opium smoker. 

The pipe (cen teung). the main instrument in the 
destruction of the usetulness of the lives of thousands 
ot young men and women is entitled to first place in 
the description of the iayout. It is usually made ot 
bamboo, and is about two feet long and four inches in 
circumference. The stem is always cut so as to leave 
a joint of the wood about six or eight inches from the 
end of the pipe. Some smokers prefer orangewoo4, 
sugarcane or lemonwood for the stem of the pipe, on 
account of the sweet tasie of such woods and the pe- 
cular flavor they give tbe opium. Others saturate 
the oamboo stems with sugar, molasses, nut oil, Jemon 
juice or orange juice to get a g0od flavur. Some of the 
lemon pipes are made of rings of lemon peel cemented 
together, layer over layer, and highly polishea. It is 
said that a “fiend” who is accustomed to one of these 
pipes, and thus acquires a “lemon habit,’ can use no 
other kind. 

Many of the stems, especially those used by rich 
Chinese, are very ornate. Most good pipes have 
mouthpieces made of ivory or shell. 

At the ena of the stem asmali hole is usually made 
in the wood, in which are placed pieces of soft cloth, 
which are used in fitting on the bow] of the pipe. This 
hole when not in use isclosed with an ivory plug. 
About eight inches from the end of the stem a place is 
hollowed out in the’side of the pipe which connects 
witb the longitudinal perforation. 

A shield of metal, br.ss or silver is titted on the side 
of the stem about this hollow, so that a rim of metal 
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will rise’ above the hole. | 

The bowl (yin tow) of the pipe is fitted into this | 
shield, is usually bell shaped. and is made of hard, red | 
clay or lemon peel. Its greatest diameter is from 
three to fourinches. It has asmall neck by which it 
is fitted into the stem. To make it tight pieces of soft 
cloth are usually wrapped around the neck of the 
bowl. The upper surface of the bow! is semi-circular 
and sloping. A small hole, about big enouzh to admit 
a darning-needle, is in the centre of this surface. 

The other articles belonging to the layout are a 
small glass lamp (vin tene), in which Chinese nut oil 
is burned, as it gives a very steady light. The lamp 
has a glass cover. A long needle (yen hauck) on which 
the opium is cooked, a small horn box (yin hop) to 
hold the opium, a pair of scissors (Kou ten) for trim- 
ming the wick of the lamp, a straight and a curved 





knife to clean the bow] of the ash (yen she), a sponge 
(suey, pow) with which to wash off the surface of the 
bowl, and lastly a tray (in pon) on which to place the 
“layout.” “Fiends,’ by which term is generally 
mcant only Caucasian smokers, generally refer to the 
pieces of the “layout” by their Chinese names. 

A “layout” costs from $6 to $100. The pipes, like 
Meerschaums, are valued according to the length of 
time they have peen in use. An old pipe which has 
become saturated with opium bas a peculiar flavor, 
dear to a smoker, and isofa rich cherry color, the 
color deepening and becoming more beautiful with 
age. Some pipes are valned at $100. while an ordinar- 
Ny good pipe is worth at least $20. A new bamboo 
bipe can be hought for about $1.50, ‘It is not to be sup- 
bosed, however, that every “fiend” bas a “layout.” 
A piece of zine or tin often dues service as a tray,a 
Dutshell as the holder of the opium, and any kind of

a lamp which will give asieady flame as an opium 
lamp. 

Tie Chinaman dipped the end of his cooking needle, 
the yen hauck, into bis opium pot, and, winding it 
around fora few seconds, took outa little pellet of 
opium on the needle. This pea was then held over 
the flame of the lamp to be “ezsoked.” As it became 
heated the pea swelled to triple its original size, and 
it was then seen that the,true color of the opium was 
golden brown, and not:black. During the cooking 
the opium gave off a pleasant odor, resembling that 
of roasting peanuts. When it had been heated a few 
seconds the Chinaman rolled the pellet upon the 
smcoth surface of the bow! of the pipe. The pipe 
was beld near the lamp in the left hand. The opera- 
tion of cooking and rolling, or “chying” the opium, 
was alternated until the opium became of a consis- 
tepcy necessary for smoking. The needle was then 
thrust through the hole in the top of the bowl and 
immediately withdrawn, the bottom ofthe pea thus 
leveled off. The bowl was then heated slightly, and 
the needle, being again thrust into it, was again with. 
drawn. but the opium, in the shape of @ cone, with a 
bole through its center, was left on topof the bowl. 
The process of cuoking takes from two to three min- 
utes, 

Each of the actresses in turn, grasped the stem of a 
pipe in the left hand, her body was half raised on 
the elbow, the bowl was inclined toward the flame, 
the right hand held the yen hauck ready to keep the 
opium in place, the lips close over the mouthpiece 
and the smoking began. As the flame struck the 
opium the smoke was inhaled by the smoker, who 
ewitted it in dense white clouds from ber nostrils. 
The lips were not removed from the pipe until all the 
opium on the bowl was consumed. The bowl is then 
sponged off. 

The ash or yen she of the opium fell into the bowl. 
Each smoke is called a“pipe,”’ and an old smoker 
can consume frum ten to twenty pipes before bis 
cravings are satistied. 

Evidences of the effects of the drug could be seen in 
the faces, for:us and movements of all the unhappy 
wretches in the den. In one bunk was a smoker who 
had becoine satiated, and in the language of the class 
was ‘‘full of hop.” He had fallen into a deep situmber, 
and his stertorous breatbing indicated that the opium 
had already affected his lungs. ‘Turning from him 
with alarm, Georgie saw a Chinaman who had just en- 
tered. His “‘habit’’ was upon him, and was calling for 
more poison. From the Chinaman’s eyes water ran 
in streams, bis mouth was distending in continuous 
gapes, beads of perspiration stood on his brow, his 
hands were cold and clammy, the dark circles under 
his eyes, the hollow cheeks and the peculiar sallow 
complexion of the opium smoker all gave indications 
of the ravages of the destroyer. His knees seemed to 
sink under him as he staggered toa bunk, into which 
he rolled, and eagerly grasping the pipe, was soon in 
that happy state where vothing can disturd the mind

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THE PARIS SENSATION, 


Details of the Murderous Attack on M. de 


Montauzan. 


The attempted assassination by the nephew of the 
famous Baron Haussman continues to excite the most 
lively interest in Paris. The victim, M. de Montau- 
zan,is a very large landed proprietor, well known in 
the fashionable circles of Paris. He had latterly con 
templated entering into financial affairs. About three 
weeks ago he received a visit from a man who gave 
his name as Count de Tredernes, and who was the 
hearer of a letter of recommendation from Mme. de 
Montauzan, who is staying tor a tew weeks at Cannes. 
That lady stated that M. de Tredernes bad an impor. 
tant. project in view, which he was anxious to bring 
under his (M. de Montauzan’s) notice. Both gentie- 
men thereupon entered into business relations. The 
soi-disant M. de Tredernes, who wore a rosette of the 
Legion of Honor and stated that he was prefect of 
Landes under the empire, proposed to confer upon M. 
de Montauzan an imporiant post ina financial asso- 
ciation which was to be organized at Nantes, and the 
future president of which he said was M. Denieres, at 
one time president of the tribunal of commerce. About 
a week ago M.de Tredernes induced M. de Montau- 
zan to andertake a journey to Nantes to personally 
judge of the association, and be accompanied bim, 
travelling at nigut io a first-class railway compart- 
ment. ‘In the course of the journey, M. de Montauzan 
was astonished at the strange attitude of his fellow- 
traveler, who spoke of his powers of magnetism and 
offered to put him ‘o sleep with the aid of an electric 
apparatus which he took out of a portmanteau. M.de 
Montauzan, seized instinctively with misgivings. re- 
tused to be subjected to the proposed experiment. 
Shortly afterward they dined at Buffete. On re-enter- 
ing the team M. de Montauzan felt unwell and he be- 
came so ill that on arriving at Angers he declined to 
go any farther. M. de Tredernes professed to be suf- 
fering from the same symptoms, and said they must 
have been poisoned. Both stayed at Angers tor the night 
and returned to Paris on the day following. Thenext 
morning, in answer to a telegram card, M. de Montau 
zan met M. de Tredernes atthe Hotel du Louvre, and 
was shown intoan apartment numbered 154. On en- 
tering he was asked to seat himseif at the table and to 
write a letter to M. Derneieres in reference to the 
promised vacancy. No sooner bad M. de Montauzan 
responced to the suggestion than he was struck vio- 
lantly on the back of the head with a heavy clock, 
which M. de Tredernes had taken trom the mantel- 
piece. Although seriously wounded and almost 
stunned, M. de Montauzan rose and indignantly de- 
manded an explanation. Hethen noticed tbat M. de 
Tredernes, who was pale and excited, was armed with 
a revolver, which he was about to level at him. He 
rushed at his would-be assassin, and, after a desperate 
struggle, succeeded in wresting the weapon from his 
grasp. On releasing him he noticed, to his dismay. 
that his antagonist had drawn a second revolver from 
his pocket. Being now well nigh exhausted trom loss 
of blood,M. de Montauzan opened the door and running: 
along the passage, shouted for assistance. M. de Tre- 
dernes, being immediately seized and given into cus- 
tody, said: 

“I don't Know how it happened. 
and yet I am not mad.” 

On being snbjected to an examination at the pulice 
station in the Rue Villebo, he repeated this statement, 
but it is utterly disproved by the tact that be had pre- 
meditateo the crime. He had taken the precaution of 
cutting the wire which connected the timepiece with 
the pneumatic clock. During his interrogatory, he se- 
cretly concealed a Catalan knife under a seal, together 
witha knuckle duster. On being pressed with ques- 
tions, he demanded to be released without bail, stating 
that his real name was Louis Charles Emmanuel Bu 
ron Artand Haussmann, living at 59 Avenue Kleber. 
He, 1n fact, proved to be a son of a sister of the tamous 
Baron Haussmann, and since his mother’s death he 
has been adopted as a son by his uncle, the baron. He 
is an uncouth looking mau, wears a full, bushy black 
beard, bas strange, twinkling eyes, speaks six Jan- 
guages, and has published several volumes of transla- 
tions from Goethe and Schiller. Baron Haussmann, 
when called upon, said: 

“TI am not at all surprised at the role my nephew has 
played in this sad business. He was always eccentric, 
and he is bighly educated, but always starts off at a 
tangent and does strange thinzs. He got married with- 
out my consent. His relations with his wife were 
limited to those ot a purely mystic character. The 
marriage, in fact, was never consummated. He made 
long pilgrimages to the Holy Land, and he was re- 
ceived by the Pope. to whom he revealed his peculiar 
relations with his wife. His marriage was annulled 
by the Roman curia and he became a priest, and the 
Pope made him a sort of chamberlain.”

How Two Young Texans Settled a Dispute for the 
Hand of the Same Girl. 


Jack Hanlon, who figured in the recent fearful 
tragedy at Houston, Texas, died Feb. 2. He was born 
in Limerick, Ireland, and emigrating to Ameriea 
over a quarter ot acentury ago, finally turned up in 
Houston, where he went to work as a shoemaker. 
Imbibipg a desire for sporting life, he threw aside bis 
employment. He was steady and honest. Some time 
ago he bought himself a home and devoted his life to 
his aged mother, and though 53 years had passed over 
bis head he was still her boy. Lately he met Miss 
Delaney, of Houston. She was a friend of the family. 
and Jack learned to love her with new affection. 
They were to be married in five weeks, and Jack was 
among the happiest of men until Jack Crowley, a for- 
mer admirer, stepped upon the scene. Crowley was 
young and strong, an adept with firearms, and a sport 
in every sense of the word. 

The story as gleaned in part from Hanlon's own 
lips goes to show that Crowley and Miss Delaney were 
engaged to be married, and possibly would have but 
for his drinking. The engagement was broken oft, 
and affairs were apparently going smootbly until 
Crowley learned of the engagement with Mr. Hanle., 
then, according to Miss Delaney’s statement, be <om- 
pelied her to write ua letre:-o Hiuwidn, the purport of 
which. it is understood, was the canceling of her eu- 
gagement with. him. Crowley undertook to deliver 
the letter in person, and on Saturday brought it down 
and handed it to Hanlon in the hatlway of tbe saloon 
where Crowley bad called bim. Hanlon read the let- 
ter, and saying it was all right, returned to his busi- 
ness. That day Crowley took dinner with Hanlon's 
sister and brother-in-law, and meeting Hanlon fre 
quently, never betrayed the deadly resolution he had 
taken. 

Subsequently to the delivery of.the letter to Han- 
lon, Miss Delaney wired him from Houston, telling 
him that she bad been forced to write the letter, and 
asked himto gu to Houston when she would further 
explain. Jack readily obeyed and went to the depot. 
He inquired and learning that Crowley intended going 
on the 3:10 train be took the 2:50 train. Crowley was 
watching him and got aboard the sametrain. They 
never spoke en route to Houston.

Jack Burke engaged in a sparring contest at the 
Vine Street Opera House, Cincinnati, Feb. 5, with James Currier, 
a local celebrity. Burke was to knock him out in 4 rouuds or for: 
feit $2. At the end of the second round Currier was unable to 
come to time, and the fight was given to Burke. Burke 
seconded by Otto C. Floto and Killen, champion of the Northwest. 


Fred Daily, weight 159 pounds, and William Daniels, 
weighing 156 pounds, met in the ring, Qucensbury rules, at Pierce's 
tavern, three miles from Grand Rapids, on Feb. 3. Tom O'Donnell 
was seoond for Daily, Jim Fell tor Danicls. The fight was for $200 
and the gate reccipts. Thirteen rounds were fought, and the con- 
test was declared a draw, buth men being badly used up. Daily 
was floored twice, but no blood shed. Daily worked on the defen- 
sive all through and cleverly dodged all blows.

Jack Dempsey’s ‘the pugilistic phenomenon) next 
battle will be with Pete McCoy, who claims to be the middle-weight 
champion. Ever since Dempsey arrived from his victorious tour 
across the continent McCoy has been eager to mect him face to face 
within the orthodox 24-foot ring. All the arrangements have been 
male, and the champions will mect at the Central theatre, Jersey 
City, on Feb. 24. The conditions are: Six rounds, ‘‘Police Ga- 
zette’’ rules, with gloves. On Feb. 5 Dominick McCaffrey offcred 
to bet $250 that Dempsey would not conquer McCoy, Gus Tuthill 
quickly accepted the wager. and Richard K. Fox holds the $500. 


Paddy Smith, of Brooklyn, N. Y.. and Billy Frazier, 
of Boston, the instructor of sparring at Harvard, fought toa draw 
in six rounds, Boston, Feb. 5.

Either 
party failing to comply with these articles to forfeit all money de- 
posited.

His Death in Montreal. 


Mr. Jacob Rynders, brother of Captain Isaiah 
Rynders of the Empire Club, New York, died at the 
General Hospital on Thursday of last week at the ad- 
vanced age of eighty years.

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A THIEVING JUOGE. 





Ruin of a Prominent Jurist Who Speculated in 
Wall Street. 

The Dwyer family of the town of Léberty is one of 
the leading tamilies of Monticello, Sullivan county, 
N.Y. Wilhbam Dwyer, Jr., a member of this famiiy, 
arising young lawyer and special county judge, isnow 
a fugitive from justice, baving fled trom home to 
escape arrest and prosecution on charges of torgery 
antembezziement. Previous to the developments 
whici were tullowed by Judge Dwyer’s sudden flight 
he enjoyed a large law praciice, making a svecialty of 
the business of loaning moneys for well-to do clients 
on real estate mortgages, Among the chents who 
implicitly confided their legal and pecuniary interests 
in his hands was an illiterate ola Lrisbman named 
Michael Feeney, formerly a resident of Liberty, but 
lately ot Laporte, Pa. Ju the course of years of toil 
and tbrift Feeney bad saved upasnug fortune. He 
intrusted large sums with Judge Dwyer for invest- 
ment. Apparently the investments of Feeney’s hard- 


| earned dullars,and the dollars of other capiialists, 


were judiciously made in sound mortgages. Certain 


| itis that Lawver Dwyer took it upon himself to col- 


lectg the interest on the mortgages, and that he 


| promptly paid over tue items of interest as the 
| amount tell due. 


Michael Feeney died in June last. He was a widow- 
er, wilhout children, bis nearest kin being a sister and 
a number of nepbews and nieces. Following his de- 
mise Judge Dwyer filed in the Sullivan county Surro- 
gate’s Court, 10 wh.cb county most of the decedent's 
property was situated, an application for the probate 
of an instrument purporting to be a will executed by 
Michael Feeney a short time before bis death, which 
instrument bequeathed to Judge Dwyer all the old 
man's property, real and personal, and also consti- 
tuted Dwyer sole executor of the will. The body of 
the document was in Judge Dwyer’s handwriting. and 
it purported to be lawfully executed by the testator in 
the presence of two witnesses. Until tbe instrument 
was Offered for probate the testator’s relatives were 
not aware of its existence, and they made haste to de- 
nounce Dwyer’s claim to their natural inberitance as 
based on forgery and fraud. They engaged counsel, 
and Surrogate Thornton called the case on the .7th 
inst., Dwyer in the meantime having absconded. His 
attorney promptly withdrew the application for pro- 
bate, and the Feeney estate, amounting to about $25,- 
000, will go to the legal heirs, 

The suspicious and ugly rumors set afloat by the 
judge's conduct in the matter of tbe will led to an in- 
vestigation of his money-loaning wansactions with 
Feeney, and here, to the astonishme.. of the many 
who had placed contidence in the judge’s integrity, a 
most remarkable vein of crookedness was uncovered. 
Three of the mortgages beld by the Feeney estate as 
securities for loans claiming to have been made by 
Dwyer, amounting to about $2,500, were found to be 
spurious and fraudulent. Tbe alleged mortgagors, 
three well-known farmers ot the town of Liberty, de- 
nied borrowing the moneys in question, and each pro- 
nounced his signature to the mortgages representing 
the alleged loans tobe a forgery. Anotber client. who 
thought he held a valid mortyage tor a large amount 
on a farm in Calicoon, discovered on investigation that 
no such person as the mortgagee lived in the town, 
and Do such property as the mortgage claimed to cover 
was in existence there. Similar evidences of crouk- 
edness were brought to light. 

Dwyer ts biding in Canada. A brother of his, a rich 
railroad contractor of Toronto, had been in Liberty 
trying to effect settlements with the judge’s victims, 
but as yet none has been reached. It was not known 
until atter Dwyer went away tbat he had been for a 
year or more speculating in Wall street, and tbat he 
had lost all of bis own money and what he bad obtained 
from clients on fraudulent mortgages.
